Tle subject of preventive pedodontics 
must have as its primary consideration 
nutrition during childhood. To assure the 
young adult of a well formed masticatory 
apparatus and a well formed dental arch 
requires special attention. Since growth 
and development are directly dependent 
upon the proper selection and assimila- 
tion of foods, the child should receive 
close supervision to assure a well balanced 
injection of the correct foodstuffs. Pedo- 
dontic dietetics could be defined as the 
correct feeding of the child from infancy 
to puberty or adolescence to assure a fully 
calcified dental member in a well formed 
dental arch that may be of sufficient con- 
cretion to resist the ravages of dental 
caries. 

The calcification of the deciduous den- 
tition is apparently little influenced by 
diet. There should be, except in some 
cases of severe systemic disorder, suffi- 
cient nutriment from the mother to assist 
in correctly forming these teeth during 
intrauterine feeding of the foetus. The 
calcification of the deciduous teeth begins 
at five months inutero and their crowns 
are not fully completed until from four 
to twelve months after birth. The crucial 
period for the correct formation of the 
deciduous teeth, to preclude the immedi- 
ate entry of caries, is then between the 
fifth month inutero to the twelfth month 
after birth. 

To understand the necessity of correct 
feeding of the child during the formative 
years of the permanent dentition we must 
realize that calcification is almost entirely 
a postnatal process. At birth no calcifica-

Between four and 
years the crowns of the incisors are 


formed; between five and seven years the 
crowns of all remaining teeth, with th 


exception of the third molars, 


completed.

pre-eruptive feeding. A faulty diet, di 
eases that upset the body metabolism, ¢ 


an endocrine dysfunction will leave 
indelible imprint of faulty tooth struct 


on the crowns of the teeth and a wort 
candidate for early decay will be the ¢ 


product erupted in the dental arch. 


A new born infant should be bre 
fed if possible. Breast milk contains lag 


quantities of calcium, phosphorus 
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ium that is readily absorbed, 
making it the ideal food for the new 
baby that requires these minerals in large 
quantities for forming the permanent 


dentition. 

By the end of the first year the daily 
menu should include fruit juices, cereals, 
eggs, vegetables, soups, puddings and 
wheat products. Fish liver oils, such as 
cod liver oil, should be started when the 
child is one month old and the amounts 
increased proportionately each month dur- 
ifig the first year. Vitamin D is insep- 
arably linked with calcium and phos- 
phorus metabolism, as it improves the 
absorption and retention of these min- 
erals. This should be a necessary part of 
the dietary regimen throughout all the 
formative years in order to supplement 
the limited amount found in many foods. 

The child should, by the second year, 
be accustomed to feeding itself and have 
developed good eating habits. Foods that 
require chewing should be started at this 
time, for the deciduous molar teeth are 
now in position and strenuous mastica- 
tion will not only assist in building the 
muscle tone, but also help to cleanse the 
teeth by mechanical action. 

After the fourth year, in order to ob- 
tain proper results, we should remember 
that certain foods have a greater nutri- 
tional value than others and in formu- 
lating the diet of these children we must 
evaluate their importance. The daily menu 
should include raw fruits and unstrained 
citrus fruit juices; at least one egg; whole 
gtain or cooked cereals; at least one quart 
of milk for drinking purposes, or less if 
cheese, ice cream or milk puddings are 
added to the menu; whole wheat bread or 
tye bread; yellow and green leafy vege- 
tables, some raw, if finely chopped; and 
a helping of meat, poultry or fish, which 
should include a serving of the glandular 
Organs (such as liver or kidneys) at regu- 
lar intervals. Would it be facetious to 
include that “the way to a child's teeth 
is through his stomach?” 


Children should never be allowed to 
become indifferent to, or develop a dis- 
taste for milk, for this food is indispens- 
able to the proper growth and develop- 
ment of their bones and teeth, but it must 
not be the major component of the meal. 
To the mother falls the responsibility of 
good eating habits in the child. As the 
master of the kitchen she can provide 
the necessary nutritional foods in an 
appetizing and alluring manner, for 
monotony at meal time will defeat any 
a . 
Care should be taken that the foods are 
presented under pleasant circumstances, 
for the digestive system of young children 
is extremely delicate and in some instances 
the instability of the nervous system may 
cause disturbances in the metabolic proc- 
esses. It should be the responsibility 
of every dentist to inform the parents of 
his young patients of the necessity for 
using care in the selection of the diet for 
their growing children. 

Dental caries has often been considered 
one of the diseases of childhood, so no 
plan of caries control can be adequate 
unless we begin with the very young 
patient. We are aware of the rapidity wit» 
which deciduous teeth are affected by 
caries and it is disturbing to observe the 
number of first permanent molars that 
must be removed. 

In 1939 the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, through the Advisory Committee 
on Research in Dental Caries, published 
the findings stated in 195 summaries, by 
observers and investigators in twenty-five 
countries, in the book “Dental Caries’’. 
The opinions were wide and diversified. 
It is stated that: There is no dissent from 
the conclusion that a balanced (adequate 
diet) from early childhood (following 
normal prenatal nutrition) ; requiring vig- 
Orous mastication, favors development of 
superior jaws, well formed arches, excel- 
lent dentition, physiologic tooth cleans- 
ing, and low incident of dental caries. 
There is a general acceptance of the con- 





clusion that caries is initiated by oral 
acidogenic bacteria; that L. Acidophilus 
is the attacking organism; and that prote- 
olytic bacteria destroy the organic matter 
in the path of the carious invasion. Sugars 
(starches, other carbohydrates, cereals and 
their products in the modern diets) are 
very generally regarded “as the food in- 
gredients in oral debris that are most con- 
ducive to the initiation of caries. 


The mouth of every child has an en- 
zyme system capable of converting sugar 
to acids, so that the teeth may develop 
caries if sufficient undigested carbohy- 
drate is present and if the normal envVir- 
onment of the mouth does not offer suffi- 
cient protection against these acids. The 
enzyme system in all probability is regu- 
lated by the bacterial flora of the mouth. 

Research has pointed out the fact that 
lacto-bacillus acidophilus is the principal 
offending organism responsible for the 
production of dental caries. This does not 
preclude the fact that other microrgan- 
isms may also be etiologic factors, but the 
large number of lacto-bacillus acidophilus 
in the saliva of young children must cer- 
tainly be significant. One of the interest- 
ing results of bacterial counts taken at 
Temple University has been the number 
of yeast colonies present after saliva cul- 
ture. The joint collaboration of yeast 
and lacto-bacillus acidophilus may pro- 
duce more acid and contribute more rap- 
idly to the decay of the teeth. 


The neutralization of acids in the saliva 
are governed by its buffering capacity 
which is directly dependent on the alka- 
linity of the diet. 

Caries can be controlled in some te- 
spect by the application of enzyme inhibi- 
tors. Ammoniacal silver nitrate has been 
used for years to arrest incipient caries 
and to control the decalcification of 
enamel. The addition of fluorine, a known 
enzyme inhibitor, to the drinking water 
of certain locales is now in the experi- 


mental stage, although its presence ag 
natural source in certain areas is knows 
to be successful in preventing dental caries, 

The topical application of 2% solution 
of sodium fluoride has been reported to 
have caries inhibiting properties. The 
new deciduous or young permanent teeth 
that have not been subject to salivary 
action for some time are the logical sub 
jects for such treatment. The initial treat 
ment is given as a part of the propyhlaxis, 
The pumice is moistened with a 2% solu 
tion of sodium fluoride and the teeth 
cleaned thoroughly with the resultant 
paste. This should remove the bacterial 
plaque and expose the tooth for four 
more applications of the solution, which 
are given at 48 hour intervals. The local 
application of the sodium fluoride solv 
tion is apparently directly dependent on 
the length of time it is kept in contac 
with the dry tooth. 

The use of Urea, synthetic Vitamin K, 
or other derivatives may offer some hope 
in the future in the control of dental 
caries. 

The public has become aware of the 
popular interest in the use of fluorine to 
prevent dental decay and unless the dis: 
semination of information as to its use 
comes from the dentist, they are open to 
exploitation through the sale of useless 
or harmful preparations. Certainly there 
is sufficient evidence that caries can be 
controlled by several factors and, although 
the use of inhibitors is still experimental, 
it is the responsibility of the dental pro 
fession to make use of the knowledge that 
they now have. Caution the parents to 
have their children visit you regularly, 
teach the youngsters to brush their teeth 
correctly, especiai.;' after eating; and have 
them select the proper diet that is low in 
sweets and high in health building essen- 
tials. Nothing will be accomplished by 
procrastination or lassitude and the sooner 
we take advantage of present information 
the better.

Dr. John E. Buhler, Professor of Oral 
Diagnosis and Secretary to the Faculty 
will become Dean of Emory University 
Dental School in Atlanta, Georgia on 
September Ist of next year. 

He will succeed Dr. Ralph R. Byrnes, 
present Dean of Emory whose request 
for retirement next year was recently 
granted him by the Executive Commit- 
tee of Emory’s Board of Trustees.
